Part 2 - Meeting the 
Students and 


Ft Wayne DX Association Classes Start

Bright and early Monday morning, John G3OKA, War- 
ren K7WX, and I met to make sure we were prepared 
to teach the first afternoon session. Prior to coming, I 
had made PowerPoint notes for all the topics for the 
week (that was quite a job, and it kept me very busy 
during the week prior to our departure). Everything 
looked OK, so after lunch we walked from the hotel to 
the Polytechnic University of Tirana to meet the stu- 
dents. 


We first met the young lady who was overseeing the 
students. Her name was Sonila, she has an engineer- 
ing degree, and she is a Lecturer at the University - 
thus she was well suited to make sure we kept the teach- 
ing at the proper technical level. 


The classroom was about 20 feet by 40 feet with a very 
high ceiling. We had a blackboard, a white board ea- 
sel, an overhead projector, and a PC projector avail- 
able to use. 


Soon the students started arriving. By my quick count 
we had 22 male students and 12 female students. The 
females were pleasantly surprised to find out that Vicky 
was an amateur radio operator. That was a plus for us - 
it showed the Albanian students that amateur radio 
wasn’t strictly a “guy thing.’ 


The students were in their fourth and fifth year in elec- 
tronics engineering, and we quickly found out that they 
had an excellent grasp of electronics and math (as they 
should have!). Their ages ranged from 17 to 23. Their 
English was more than adequate for the task at hand 
(initially we were quite worried about this aspect). The 
sessions each day ran 
from 2 PM to around 
5 PM, with a 20 
minute break about 
halfway through. 


After introductions, I 
began the first class 
of the week - a review 
of electromagnetic 
waves, ground wave 
propagation, and tro- 


February 2004 


pospheric propagation. After the halfway break I talked 
about the Sun, and ionospheric propagation followed. 


The first day ended on a very high note. Sonila was 
pleased with the technical level, and Warren, John, and 
I were pleased with the student’s abilities. This set the 
stage for the entire week. 


Tuesday’s session began with John teaching antenna 
theory and standing waves. After the break, I discussed 
practical antennas. We even built a full size 10m di- 
pole in class using wire, insulators, and a short piece 
of coax that I brought over. We discussed various sup- 
port techniques (tower, tree, etc.) and orientation is- 
sues (horizontal, inverted-vee, etc.). Since Albania just 
doesn’t have everything like we do, we also discussed 
alternative materials. I also showed scale models (that 
I built from brass tubing I bought at Hobby Lobby here 
in Ft. Wayne) of a Yagi and a quad. These were good 
teaching tools to discuss directional patterns, booms, 
masts, and rotators. 


I taught transmitter interference on Wednesday, break- 
ing it up into far-out interference (harmonics and spu- 
rious oscillations) and close-in interference (transmis- 
sion bandwidth and intermodulation distortion). 


On Thursday, John conducted a practice exam of the 
material that we had covered so far - and the results 
were very good. We were getting through to the stu- 
dents. After Thursday’s break, Warren talked about 
DXpeditioning in general (from his operations at XZOA 
and 8Q7AA, to name a few). He followed that up with 
an analysis of a 160m QSO between XZOA and NOAT 
via long path. We got into physics quite heavily, and 
Sonila was very happy with this session. 


Friday was kind of a ‘fluff’ day, as we were winding 
down. Dan NA7DB and Paul WF5ST came over from 
Durres, and we (including Vicky) discussed how ama- 
teur radio had influenced our lives. I then finished the 
week telling the students about CEPT (European Con- 
ference on Postal and 
Telecommunications 
Administration - the 
license they will re- 
ceive when they pass 
the exam) and our 
FCC here in the 
States.

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The National Weather Service 
Storm Spotter Program - Joel, KB9RH 


This year’s training session for storm spotters will be 
held Tuesday February 17th at 7 PM (note earlier 
starting time) at the New Haven Branch Library. The 
scheduled speaker is Sam Lashley from the National 
Weather Service office at North Webster. Mr. Lashley 
was one of the speakers at last year’s advanced spot- 
ter training seminar. The storm spotter program is 
open to any licensed amateur who is interested and 
has attended a training session. 


To keep up with the continuing research into severe 
thunderstorms, some changes have been made in the 
material to be presented...and with more video. The 
ever-changing aspect of storm spotting is why spot- 
ters should try to attend a training session every single 
year. 


I. An overview 


One of the many public service activities of radio 
amateurs is the severe weather spotting program, also 
known as Skywarn. Storm spotters are volunteers that 
have been trained in the basics of severe thunder- 
storms. Their job to report certain weather conditions 
(as determined by the National Weather Service) that 
are generally associated with these storms. Reports 
from spotters in the field are used to supplement what 
is being observed on the WSR-88D Doppler radar at 
the National Weather Service office in North Webster, 
Indiana. 


II. Our Area 


The North Webster office is responsible for issuing 
severe weather warnings for 37 counties in northern 
Indiana, Northwest Ohio, and southern Michigan. For 
amateur radio operations, this “county warning area” 
has been divided into four quadrants. Allen County 
and 10 other counties in Indiana and Ohio are in the 
southeast quadrant (or Area 2). The 146.88 repeater 
is the primary repeater for the quadrant, meaning that 
in addition to our local reports, there are going to be 
reports coming in from other local nets. In case of 
any additional needs, the 146.76 repeater has been 
designated as backup. 


III. Times of severe weather 


Whenever the Storm Prediction Center in Norman, 
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Oklahoma issues a severe thunderstorm or tor- 
nado watch for our area, the staff at North 
Webster will evaluate the situation and deter- 
mine whether a net needs to be called. If we are 
activated, a “weather alert” message will be 
heard just before the repeater tail drops on the 
146.88 repeater. The net control will use the club 
call sign of W9INX. During activation, any stations 
using the repeater are asked to keep transmissions 
short and to leave long breaks so that any station with 
information can get their report into the net. If a storm 
spotter net is called, the intention is to not disrupt the 
normal operation of any repeater for any longer than 
is necessary. 


When a storm spotter calls in a report to the net, the 
report is received directly by a station monitoring at 
the National Weather Service office in North Webster 
(call sign WX9IWX). 


IV. What do I report? 


Here are the specific weather conditions the National 
Weather Service would like to know about: 


1. Tornadoes, Funnel Clouds, and Wall Clouds (re- 
member there must be rotation). 


2. Winds 40 miles per hour or greater (and note if 
winds are estimated or measured). 


3. Any Hail (NWS requests we do not report “marble 
size” hail). Please report hail size as pea-size, dime, 
nickel, quarter, etc. Even better, measure it with a 
ruler. 


4. Heavy Rain (1 inch or more in 1 hour or less or 
storm totals of 2 inches or more). 


5. Flooding in progress (rapid pooling of water on 
roadways, etc.). 


6. Storm damage (large trees, branches, structural 
damage, etc.). 


The Weather Service asks that we do not report light- 
ning per se; research has shown that the frequency 
and type of lightning are not related to the severity of 
a thunderstorm. However, if the lightning results in a 
fire, causes any structural damage, or results in inju- 
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SKYWARN 


ries, the Weather Service would like to know 
about it. 


SKYWARN Please do not report any other conditions unless 


requested to do so by the net control or NWS sta- 
tion. After calling in your report, please remain on 
frequency for a few minutes in case the radar opera- 
tor needs any additional information. 


If you believe you have a reportable weather condi- 
tion, but are not sure, report it anyway. Simply report 
your suspicions, say you are not sure, and indicate 
why you are not sure (reduced visibility due to heavy 
rain, poor visibility because of trees, you’re too far 
away, etc.). There may be other spotters in the area 
who can check out your report, and your suspicions 
can also be checked out on radar. 


There are also times when severe weather occurs even 
though there is no official weather watch in effect 
and a net has not been called. If you have something 
to report, please give your call sign and indicate that 
you have a severe weather report. Any station with 
access to a telephone can call in your report to the 
North Webster office. 
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V. Conclusion 


Space limitations do not permit a complete discus- 
sion of all situations which may occur during a se- 
vere weather net. Just remember to use common sense 
when a net is activated and always put safety first - 
we want you to be here for the next severe weather 
event. If you have any questions, please direct them 
to Bill WD9HII, Howard N9OADS, or to me. 


One last note...at the beginning of this article, I men- 
tioned Advanced Spotter training. The information I 
received just before press time is that there is not go- 
ing to be an advanced training seminar this year in 
the North Webster county warning area, but if you 
have the opportunity to attend a session given by an- 
other NWS office, please consider it. For those that 
did not attend last year’s session at Elkhart, I can per- 
sonally tell you it was very informative and well worth 
the cost. As a fellow ham commented to me: “I learned 
more today than I have in the last 20 years”. 


Thanks to everyone for their help in the past and 
please be careful. Remember, we are dealing with 


things that can kill.
